ASYLUM FOR DRUNKARDS, 

Among the various humane and charit- 
able institutions for which this city 1s dis- 
tinguished, we are surprized that an asy- 
lum specially for drunkards should not 
have been established. We have it is 
true, many drunkards confined in the Lu- 
natic Asylum, but receiving them into that 
institution, supposes them to be lunatics, 
when, in fact, the continement alone is 
necessary; and it may be questionable 
whether a drunkard, who may be yet re- 
claimed, can feel settled, sober, or com- 
fortable, when surrounded by the unfortu- 
y nates who have been bereft of reason 
: © from a variety of causes. Besides, a re- 
e ception into the Lunatic Asylum is expen-

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Mr, Editor, 

I have frequently been astonished when 
beholding the inconsistent conduct of many 
of the professors of religion of the pre- 
sent age. And in particular, many of 
the conduct of the clergy. I will relate 
an instance of this which occurred among 
the Methodists, of late, in this city. I have 
my information from the person himself, 
of course it can be relied upon. A very 
worthy respectable member, of long 
standing, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, was arraigned before their tribu- 
nal, was tried, and expelled for selling 
Tea Cakes on the Sabbath day. 1 was 
surprised when I heard of this circum- 
stance, knowing at the same time that 
members of the church sell fish publicly 
in our markets on Sabbath mornings ; and 
this circumstance is well known by the 
preachers of this Society. Others again 
of the same church, and some of them 
members of long and high standing, ped- 
dle Milk through our city, and the clergy 
of the Methodist Episcopal Ch. are known 
to buy it of them on the Sabbath day. 
Now what strange inconsistencies are 
these, one worthy member is excommuni- 
cated for selling on the Sabbath day, oth. 
ers.of the same order are allowed to sell 
on the Sabbath- Day, and are in no danger 
of being brought to an account for their 
conduct in this respect. Now I would 
ask, why is this? Is it an evil to buy or 
sell on the Sabbath ? if it is, why not ex- 
pel all their members who are guilt; of 
this evil? if it is not an evil, why expel 
any? Why is their discipline so partially 
administered by them. But it appears 
to me that they are equally inconsistent in

Mvurper oF Mr. MartTin.---As our city pos- 
sessed no man more respectable or more useful in 
his sphere of life than Tobias Martin, whose death 
was announced in our last, and whose mortal re- 
mains were yesterday attended to the grave by a 
great conceurse of indignant and sorrowing towns- 
men, some of the particulars of his tragical fate 
will not be unacceptable to our readers.

money was paid for their redemption. Mr. Martin 
seut a note out to the man on Monday, asking him 
to let the hat and basket be returned; of which no 
notice was taken, he not being home at the time, 
Qn Wednesday evening, Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
walked out cheerfully together for exercise, and 
thought they would walk as far as Devaughn’s 
place, and persuade him te give up the property he 
had seized.---With this view they went to the 
house, within the enclosure, and very civilly re- 
quested he would return these articles. They 
were rudely answered with brutal language, and, 
on Mr. Martin’s expostulating with the man, his 
sharp and furious dogs were set upon the unoffend- 
ing couple. Mr. and Mrs. Martin, were endeavor- 
ing by flight to escape from them, when, ove of the 
dogs having seized Mr. Martin’s coat, he had turn- 
ed round to defend himself against him, and at 
that moment received a load of slugs in his breast 
from a musket deliberately aimed and fired at him 
by Devaughn. He turned to his wife, who had by 
this time reached the fence, exclaiming “I am a 
dead man !” and taking her hand, bidding her af- 
fectionately “farewell !” he soon breathed his 
last. The poor afflicted widow made the best of 
her way home, herself the bearer of the distress- 
ing intelligence. 

vaughn, the murderer of Mr. Martin, was ap- 
prehended yesterday afternoon, in the woods nea: 
his residence, from whence it appears that he had 
heen but ashort distance since he first escaped on 
Wednesday evening. After undergoing an exam- 
ination before the mayor, he was committed to 
jaii. 

Pon.tce OFrFice.---A young maihwas arrested 
on Friday under the following ciscumstances:---

DEATH OF THELATE PRESIDENT ADAMS. 
The late President Adamsdeparted this life, aged 
92, on the evening of the 4th inst. as the bells 
were ringing for the conclusion of the celebration 
of the auspicious day. The venerable patriot 
rose on the morning of the 4th, in his usual health 
and spirits, rejoicing that he had been spared to 
witness the Jubilee of his country’s freedom. To- 
wards noon he became ill, grew gradually worse, 
and at six o'clock “fell asleep.” He was one of 
the earliest and ablest, and most fearless cham- 
pions of his country’s freedom, and his name fills a 
wide space in its history. But we leave his deeds 
for the records of the biog:apher and historian. 


From a notice of the late John Adams, we make 
the following extract :--- 


“At the age of ninety, at the completion of a 
half century from the commencement of that re- 
volution he had been so instrumental! in effecting, 
he sunk by gradual decay into the armsof death. 
He lived to see his country’s liberties placed on a 
firm and immovable besis, and the light of liberty 
which she diffused, enlightening the whole earth. 
On the Jubilee of Independence, his declining 
faculties weie roused by the rejoicings in the me- 
tropolis. He inquired the cause of the salutes, 
and was told it was the fourth of July. He 
answered, “it is a great and glorious day.” He 
never spake more. ‘Thus his last thoughts and his 
latest words were like those of his whole life. 
thoughts an! words which evinced a soul replete 
with love of country and interest in her welfare.---

Thomas Jefferson expired at Monticello, at ten 
minutes before one o’clock, on the Fourth of July, 
within the same hour at which the Declaratiou of 
Independence was piomulged in the Hall of Con- 
gress, fifty years ago. His demise was expected 
for three or four days before it took place ;--lr was 
sensible of its approach and prescribed the inode of 
his own interment, 

* Mr. Jefferson was born on the 2d of April 
1743, and, thus, had reaclied the venerable age of 
eighty-three years, three months and two days, 

The death of Mr. Adams and Mr. Jefferson 
{says the Philadelphia Gazette,] on the day of the 
ubilee,---on the fiftieth iversary of Indep 
dence, will be regarded as a coincidence worthy of 
note,

evening he intimated by signs great satisfaction at 
being permitted todo so. He was perfectly resign- 
ed to the will of providence, and declared that he 
wished to die in peace with all the world, 
GETTyssuRG, Po.

On the following day, a promising young man by 
the name of Hilt, living in that town, was drowned 
in the same stream He was attempting to save 
timber which bad been removed by the force of the 
current from the bridge then in progress; when a 
log struck the canoe, in which he was, and upset it. 
Being unable to swim, he immediately sunk. A 
young lad, who was in the boat, made considerable. 
efforts to save himn---but though a good swimmer, 
he found his strength insufficient---and was obliged 
to loose the death-grapple of the drowning man, 
and seek his own safety. 

The bodies of Mrs. Hollinger and Mr. Hilt have 
been found; as to those of the children, we have 
no certain account.
